mixed with a detergent, physi- 
cians reported today. 


The detergent, or wetting 


agent, penetrates into areas not 
ordinarily reached, carrying the 
antibiotic with it, they told the 
American Academy of Orthopae- 
dic Surgeons. 


The detergent also seems to 


make bacteria more sensitive to 
the antibiotic, said Drs. Edward 
L. Compere and Rathindra N. 
Mitra, orthopaedic surgeons at 
Northwestern University, and 
Dr. William L. Metzger of the 
Department of Preventive Medi- 
cine, University of Illinois.

and classified . . . make "drool" reading and 
there's a valuable section on ht<w to use spices 
both by measurement and creativity. 


"Today we take spices for granted," says 


author-home economist Collins in her new cook* 
book. "There they are, always handy—yet the 
fact is that in nearly, all recorded history man's 
fate has been bound up with his.hunger for 
these marvelous spices." 


Then she goes on to relate the "wonderful 


world of spices" from ancient times to the pres- 
ent. 


The first known reference to spices occurs 


in the scriptures of the ancient Assyrians. Ac- 
cording to their version of the creation, the 
gods who made the earth were so impressed by 
the difficulty of the task that they held a celes- 


tial committee meeting betore they began their 
work. While they discussed the problems of the 
creation, they drank sesame seed wine. 


But long before the Assyrians, men were ac- 


quainted with spices. Very likely the first ex- 
perience with seasoning came when primitive 
men wrapped meat in leave* before cooking it 
on hot coals. Their purpose' was to protect the 
meat from dirt and ashes;. however, they soon 
learned that certain leaves imparted a pleasant 
new flavor to the meat. 


Later, primitive tribes inhabiting the great 


forests of Europe found dill, marjoram, parsley, 
thyme and several other herbs growing in their 
area. Generally speaking, however, the most im- 
portant, spices came from the East, specifically 
from India, Ceylon, Sumatra, Java and other 


Spice Islands. 


As the Greek and Roman 


colonizers spread the civiliza- 
tions throughout Europe, they 
took their knowledge of spices 
with them. 


The first mustard seeds were 


brought to England by Roman 
soldiers in 50 BC. Very quickly 
the fierce tribes of Gaul and the 
Celtic outlanders learned the 
value of these "new" spices. 
When Alaric the Visigoth subju- 
gated Rome in 410 AD, he 
demanded 2,000 pounds of pep- 
percorns as part of his price for 
sparing the lives of the inhabi- 
tants. 


Moslem Monopoly 


After the great civilization of 


the ancient Western world de- 
clined, the Moslems enjoyed a 
complete monopoly of the spice 
trade for several hundred years. 
They brought spices to the peat 
European ports of Venice, and 
Seville, where they were sold 
for an enormous profit, midst 
frightening tales of the dangers 
surrounding their origin. That a 
handful of cardamon was worth 
as much as a poor man's yearly 
wages only added to the mys- 
tery and romance already asso- 
ciated with the spice trade. 


Beginning with Marco Polo, 


more and more travelers ven- 
tured eastward and found where 
the centers of spice-growing and 
spice-trading were located. Eur- 
opean traders organized new 
overland routes to the East, 
bringing new names back to the 


West — Kabul, Samarkand, 
Trebizond, Baghdad. 


By the 17th century, -the 


Dutch had gained complete 
mastery of the profitable spice 
trade, 
and they ruled the 


market with an iron hand. If the 
price of cinnamon or cloves fell 
too low, they burned them. They 
soaked their nutmeg in the milk 
of lime, thus rkilling the germ 
and preventing it from being 
planted elsewhere. 


Clipper Trade 


In the late 18th century and 


early 19th century Americans 
were directly involved in the 
spice trade as the clipper ships 
of New England began to 
dominate world trade. In 1873 
pirates brought the American 
spice trade to a complete halt. 


The spice business, like the 


rest of the country, was moving 
West. In 1835 American settlers 
in Texas developed chile powder 
by combining various ground 
peppers 
from 
Mexico, thus 


uncovering an entire new di- 
mension of American taste. In 


fact, Mexico had been known 
for its spices long before the 
discovery of America. Cortez 
found the vanilla bean there and 
took it back to Spain as one of 
his prize discoveries. 


In recent times the increase 


of international trade has recre- 
ated the vogue for foods season- 
ed with spices. World War'It 
provided an especially 
kfeen 


incitement when hundreds-of 
thousands of American soldiers 
brought home a taste for 
Oriental 
and 
Mediterranean 


foods. 


Many women today would like 


to experiment with spice cook- 
ery except they are wary. But 
spice and herb cookery need not 
be complicated, mysterious nor 
time-consuming or expensive., 


Follow the recipes and keep 


to small, quantities of seasoning 
when a flavor is new because 
individuals always can add 
more spices if desired. The 
cardinal rule to remember is:

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Polio 


has almost vanished from the 
United States within a scant 
decade in one of medicine's 
most dramatic triumphs over 
an ancient scourge of mankind. 


"It is apparent that with a 


continued effort to vaccinate the 
yet unreached young people and 
the newborn babies, we can 
eliminate poliomyelitis 
as a 


public health problem in this 
country in the near future," a 
government agency reports. 


That is a statement from the 


Communicable Disease Center 
of the U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice. It comes only 10 years after 
Salk vaccine opened the way to 
conquer polio. 


Impressive Statistics 


The statistics behind that 


statement are even more im 
pressive. 


It was in 1952 that crippling 


^wlio reached a terrible peak in 
the United States. That year 57,- 
879 persons fell victim to the 
disease. 


Last year there were only" 121 


persons stricken in the entire 
nation. Fewer than 10 died and 


| far less than 100 had paralytic 
after-effects. 


Ten years ago, Dr. Jonas F. 


Salk provided the first break in 
the fight against polio with his 
vaccine. This was buttressed six 
years later by Dr. Albert Sa- 
bin's vaccine. 


Medical Key 


Medicine thus found the key 


to a disease that had killed and 
maimed long before its cause 
was known — perhaps as long 
ago as 1400 B.C. Polio had been 


vague, mysterious 
malady 


until 
1840 when Dr. Jacob 


Heine, a German bone speci- 
alist, described its nature. 


In 1902, an Austrian immu- 


nologist, 
Karl 
Landsteiner, 


proved that the disease resulted 
:rom a minute virus. Then three 
Harvard bacteriologists, 
John 


Enders, Frederick C. Rob- 


bins and Thomas H. Weller, de- 
veloped a process for growing 
the virus in tissue cultures. 


That made possible the devel- 


opment of the vaccines and the 
phenomenal victory over polio 
in the United States.

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Peace: Ifs Wonderful! 


There must be some magical quality 


attached to the word "peace" in almost 
every language of the world. At least, it is 
loosely applied in thousands of speeches a 
year. And a lot of the time it has no rela- 
tion whatever to the actions of the same 
leaders. 


The new premier of the Soviet Union, 


Aleksei Kosygin, said that this year's aim 
of the Russian government is to carry out 
"an active policy of peace and relaxation of 
international tensions." The detente is to 
be achieved, he said, through disarmament, 
complete bans on nuclear weapons and on 
foreign intervention in the affairs of other 
nations. 


Meanwhile, much of the Russian army 


continues to reside in East Germany and 
tiie puppet rulers of Hungary, Rumania, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland pay obeisance 
tfr Moscow. But the kowtowing isn't quite 
as obvious as it was after the Russian tanks 
roared into Budapest. If one of those rul- 
ers is overthrown, will Kosygin still be for 
peace and nonintervention? 


President Ben Bella of Algeria sent off 


I-New Year's wire to President Johnson, 
wishing him the best of the season and en- 
couraging the United States to press for 
"the 
realization of international peace, 


disarmament and justice a r o u n d the 
world." Meanwhile, while his right hand 
was penning the telegram, Ben Bella's left 
hand was doing its'own little bit for peace 
by approving the plane shipments of rifles 
and ammunition to the Congo rebels so 
that the unarmed white hostages and the 
Congolese who opposed the Communist 
rebels wouldn't have to be killed merely 


• vjjkh knives, fists or stompings. Reportedly 


tjlfre was a lot of African support for this 
silt of peace, from Kenya, Mali and Ghana 
as well as from Kosygin's Soviet Union 


which officially frowns on foreign inter- 
vention. 


President Nasser also wished a lot of 


peace but he was more discriminating. He 
lent his New Year's greetings to some 45 
nations, Communist and "neutral" but he 
ignored the United States and most of 
Western Europe in his best wishes. And 
probably it's just as well since we don't 
particularly fancy the brand of "peace" 
which Nasser would like to promote. 


About the only major neutralist or 


Communist in the world who wasn't all for 
peace over the holidays was President 
Sukarno of Indonesia. He had promised to 
"crush Malaysia before the cock crows on 
New Year's Day" but his sniping guerrillas 
hadn't managed to conquer even a swamp 
in Malaysia. In fact, Sukarno's kind of war 
seems to be almost preferable to the Com- 
munist's and neutral's kind of peace. 


Mankind's search for peace is almost 


as old as war itself. Homer wrote hope- 
fully in the Iliad that "joyful nations join 
in leagues of peace." But the prophet 
Jeremiah saw things more clearly when he 
said that "each one is given to covetous- 
ness . . . every one dealeth falsely" and so 
they cried "peace, peace; when there is no 
peace." 


The fears of nuclear devastation are 


. reasonable for such a war could, in the 


opinion of experts, almost exterminate life 
on earth. And yet the bitter, vicious little 
war in Viet Nam and the atrocities in the 
Congo have revealed once again that the 
magnitude of a battle does not determine 
its horror. 


If world peace is illusionary, it probably 


doesn't matter since man will continue to 
seek it. But until the leaders of the world 
honestly consider peace a major aim and 
not merely an easy word to mouth, we 
aren't apt to have much of it 
. 


The Longshoremen's Strike 


'The longshoremen's strike which has 


up ports all along the nation's East 


and Gulf coasts is a tragic event. It repre- 
sents a complete breakdown in the collec- 
fiv£ bargaining process and also demon- 
strates the federal government's impotency 
when this takes place. 


The negotiations .for a new Tabor con- 


tract between the International Longshore- 
men's Association and the New York Ship- 
ping Association have been going on for 
months. The latter represents some^ 145 
shipping and stevedoring companies*1 and 
the New York agreement sets the pattern 
for contracts in other ports from Maine to 
Texas. 


The stumbling block was the demand 


of the employers to win some reduction in 
the size of work gangs to. recognize the ad- 
vantages of automation on the docks and 
to bring increased efficiency in operations. 
To achieve this end the employers were 
willing to make concessions to the job 
security of the workers. 


A contract was worked out between 


union and management providing that 
work gangs would be reduced from 20 to 
17 .members over the four-year term of the 
contract But employers on the other hand 
guaranteed that each worker would get 
I.eibO hours of work each year, assuring 
each of a base wage of $5,860. 


JThe president of the Longshoremen's 


Unjon, Thomas W. Gleason, called it the 
best contract in ttie 72-year history of the 
union. But when it was submitted to union 
members for approval, the vote was 8,722 


to 7,957 against the contract. There are 
24,000 members of the union. A margin of 
65 votes deadlocked the negotiations and 
sent the men out on strike. 


President Johnson had invoked the 


cooling-off provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act when the old contract expired Oct. 1 
and the union, went out on a one-day strike. 
What further steps the government can 
take now are not clear. But Asst. Sec. of 
Labor James Reynolds declared: "If any- 
one has any illusion that there will .be 
changes in the contract, it should be dis- 
pelled. The bargaining process is over." 


The crisis demonstrates one major flaw 


in the collective bargaining process. When 
management negotiates with a union com- 
mittee and makes concessions and commit- 
ments in order to reach a contract agree- 
ment, it has the right to expect that the 
union committee has the confidence of its 
membership and that the contract will be 
. approved.. 


Union President Gleason says he's going 


to make another attempt to sell the con- 
tract to Ms members. The close margin of 
the first defeat and the fact over one-quar- 
ter of the members did not vote makes this 
plausible. But if Gleason does not succeed 
it will be evident he does not have the 
confidence of the majority of his union. He 
then should step down and presumably the 
bargaining would start all over again from 
scratch. 


Which possibly is what the opposition 


to Gleason within the union really wants, 
even at terrific loss to the nation's 
economy. 


Edifice Rex in Washington 


It can't be said that the United States 


Government has earned the general confi- 
dence of all of us as far as its economic 
efficiency is concerned. And now that the 
new House Office Building has been com- 
pleted—or almost so — our respect for 
sound planning and intelligent economy 
must slide once more. 


Only 169 Representatives will be able 


to move into the massive structure which 


built from impressive granite and 
seven million pounds of white marble. 
tiie original estimate of $64 millions 


somehow to almost twice that or 


millions, this means that the cost per 


£fbgressman is $720,118, a tidy sum even 
ni. our duly elected representatives in 
Washington. The hotly contested Senate 
$ffice Building was less than this even 
fl$i the expensive carpets covering the 
frjensive floors which Senator Proxmire 
righteously decried when on one of his 
tconomy pitches. 
*' .The world's biggest office building, the 


Pentagon, which houses innumerably more 
people, cost only $83 millions although that 
was back in 1943 when the dollar value was 
a little better. Even the United Nations 
building with all that glass only cost $72 
millions and private industry has found 
ways of erecting tremendous and beautiful 
buildings at much more reasonable costs. 


Certainly our Congressmen needed a 


new office building. Some of the old of- 
fices, up rickety stairs or shaky elevators, 
are much too small for congressmen and 
their sizeable staffs. Probably the new 
swimming pool, gymnasium and special 
soundproof rooms (for uninterrupted naps 
rather than secret hearings) are reason- 
ably important in this frenetic age. We 
want our congressmen fit and rested. 


But since the structure is being com- 


pared to the Seven Wonders of the World, 
maybe the government can charge admis- 
sions, at least to foreign visitors, and help 
out the American taxpayer.

Fallacy: That since we have 


only six per cent of the 
world's people and a growth 
rave approximately equal to 
that of the world as a whole, 
we thus account for only six 
per cent of the annual growth 
in world popuiaiifm.

of the world's population, we 
consume 
roughly 
half 
the 


world's annual production of 
non-renewable resources. . . 
From the standpoint of the 
relevance of population to de- 
pdetion of the resources nec- 
essary to improve levels of liv- 
ing throughout the world, we 
Americans could be said to ac- 
count not for one-sixteenth but 
for something closer to one- 
half of the world's annual In- 
crease. "

the respected demographers, 
Lincoln and Alice Day. Then- 
best is 'Jbe best most careful- 
ly balanced, and least alarm- 
ist, of the current works on 
the population problem.

Legislators 
FearTotal 
May be Short

MADISON — Two legislative 
eaders 
of opposite parties 


agreed Tuesday that the new 
legislature will have to raise at 
least $100 million in new tax 
revenues for the 1965-67 bienni- 
um.

Pommerening noted that bud-

in one-shot revenues from 1963 
tax changes.

Pommerening said industrial

Q. What is gold? 
A: Gold is a malleable yellow

In 
daily life in the United States it 
is used mainly for jewelry and 
filling teeth. Except for those 
uses, and a few limited industri- 
al applications, it is illegal for 
anybody but the government to 
own gold 


Q: Why is it important, then? 
A: Internationally, 
gold is

Early Money 


Q. Why is that? 
A: The answer is historical. 


Briefly, the history is this- 


Gold, because it was rare, 


was used as money as early as 
the time of the biblical Abra- 
ham — about 1900 B.C. For 3500 
years gold was the principal 
medium of exchange, though 
other metals — silver, copper, 
bronze — also were used. 


In the 1600s people who owned 


gold used to deposit it with local 
goldsmiths for safekeeping. The

Reserve Deposit 


Q- What is a reserve deposit? 
A- The Federal Reserve re-

That is 
both a safeguard for the public 
and a means whereby the Fed- 
eral Reserve can control the 
amount of money relative to 
gold.

Money Available

of our huge supply of gold — 
most of it accumulated during

The U.S. economy by all 
yardsticks is unparalleled in 
strength. For example, the U.S. 
dollar is more potent interna- 
tionally in 1965 than it was in 
1933 when it was backed 100 per 
cent by gold, but the nation was 
in a depression.

It is highly 
doubtful that the late Presiden 
John F. Kennedy could have 
been nominated in 1960 if he 
had not had almost unlimite< 
family funds at his disposal 
spend in the nominating proc 
ess. Both sides in the recen 
senatorial contest in this state 
and in other important senator 
ial races spent literally nun 
dreds of thousand of dollars. 


"The latest revelation in th< 


Ottinger case.only emphasize, 
once again—as we have tried in 
these columns to -emphasize 
repeatedly—the urgent necessity 
for Congress to face up to the 
degrading implications of virtu 
ally uncontrolled political spend 
ing." 


The "New York Herald Trib- 


une" said in an editorial: 


"The trouble is, first, tha 


these limits are so absurdly low 
as to be totally unrealistic: am 
second, that the laws have 
loopholes large enough to drive 
a Brink's truck through. 


Need Enforceable Law 


"The

today in the executive branch of 
the government as a result of 
huge campaign contributions by 
labor organizations and other 
groups which haw * direct 
interest in J2gislat«m.
